The excite- 
raent is intensified by the discovery of a 
placard on tho ofnce door of what is known 
as the Keefe Hancho, cautioning the pro- 
prietor against employing Chinese, on peril 
of tho 
destruction 
of 
his 
property. 


Gardeners in the vicinity have had notices 
printcdjWaming all persons about approach- 
ing their premises after dark, as they will 
be in dangei from guards posted for their 
own protection. A deputation of China- 
men started for San Francisco to procure 
from the Chinese companies n thousand dol- 
lars, to bo offered as a reward for tho ap- 
prehension iiud conviction of the murder- 
ers. 


It has been asserted tbat the recent out- 


rages ou Iho Chinese in the vicinity had 
been prompted by tbo action of the Sierra 
Flume company, in disparaging whites and 
employing Chinese in their places, but the 
company state that no white men have been 
discharged iu the last two mouths, tuul no 
extra Chinese employed, A strong disposi- 
tion is evinced to held the order of Caucas- 
ians at least morally responsible for tho 
outrage, though the members of tho order 
strenuously dt-ny any such responsibility, 
nnd assert their willingdess to assist in the 
apprehension of the criminals.

WHEN TO PHONE Fiunr TI-.EES.—Long ex- 


perience, writes J. 15. Miner to the ICur.il 
New Yorker, shows that when it is desirable 
to produce a free growth of shoots and 
loaves pruning sbonkl be done when the 
trees ore dormant, BB iu the winter season 
3r early in the spring, before the sap begins 
Lo flow. When fruit trees appear to grow 
too rapidly and produce too much wood- 
they may be pruned moderately iu the sum- 
mer season, cutting away a portion of tbo 
wood by degrees ; but a shoot growing in 
an improper placo may be cut away at tiny 
time. An experiment made by pruning 
apple trees every mouth iu tho year fur 
two seasons showed that the wounds of the 
branches cut in February and March, nt the 
end of five years, when nil hat) lienled over, 
were found to be the least decayed under 
[ho healed surf nee. 
When trees arc pruned 


in winter, or p.t finy time, it is best to cover 
the wound with a hot mixture of tar and 
pulverized brick dust or fine sand. A solu- 
tion of shellac iu alcohol, as thick as can 
be easily applied with n brush.is considered 
by many to the. best preparation that can 
bo applied. 


During the mild days of winter orchards 


may be pruned.while little else can bo done; 
but good judgment should be exercised in 
selecting the brunches to bs cut away. It 
is ruinous to an orchard lo cut find slnsli 
away one third and one half of the limbs. 
AH that should be done, is to give ihe (roe 
a good shnpe. and only cut away such limbs 
as are plainly in excess of the natural re- 
quirements of tho tree, to conform to the 
extent c-f its roses. 
If wo tiilte away too 


much of a top of a live, it, is like tiikin g 
jlood from a man, the more that i:? taken 


fhe less vitality there is in him, therefore 
u pruning, only a few unsightly branches, 
and thoss improperly situated, should ba 
cut away.
